The de- 
creased sale of draft beer at lager 
Ixwr saloons on Sunday has led to an in- 
creased demand for bottled beer. The 
custom in the retail trade is lor the 
loon keepers to furnish the bottles, as 
well as the beer, subject to a rebate on 
tho return of the former. It follows tha 
there are a very large number of bottle, 
in Ui=e—a nuuiVr materially increase* 
since the adoption of the Raines lav 
following tbe Roosevelt crusade. Ac 
cordiugly bottles are in demand, and th 
business of independent lieer bottlers 
acting apart from tho beer brewers, hto 
been largely increased. Some of rii 
largest brewers bottle their own beei 
but the practice is not universal, an 
consequently those saloon keepers wh 
sell tho beer of establishments whic 
have no regnlai bottling department aw 
compelled to give out the work of bot- 
tling to private firms, and it is me lat- 
ter who have been keeping btu=y the 
Gloucester county glass men.

She has increas- 
ed ami multiplied and replenished the earth, 
until today the industries which file has made 
possible contribute nnnnaJly to the wealth of 
the world more money than tho great com- 
binations of modorn capital — more than irou 
end steel, more than lumber and coal, more 
than cotton and whent, more tbsta all the 
looms of New England, more than all the mys- 
terious riches of gold and silver. Yet thero 
ire men in this house whom I have heard to- 
dsy sneering at tUia bill who spend most of 
their tirno trying to get protection for Ecci;o 
insignificant local enterprise or "talking 
through their hats" in tho silver okhate. J Bay 
jive the American cow a fair chance. 


For myself, I am in favor of her monopoly— 
a monopoly that God gave her in the produc- 
tion cf butter and cheese. That is one monop- 
oly that I am in favor of. iud if every man 
in this house who in the days of his boyhood 
g&t up at- daylight to feed tho cows and staid 
up after dark in order to milk them ; il every- 
man who has churned actual cream -with a re-
